There ave many forms of cheating tole-
rated minowz us, unprohibited by tatute,
simply because the moral sentiment of
man is not yet highly cnitivated enongh
to trext that as illegal whick is generally
regarded as dishonorable. Yt the latter
feeling is a proof of thit steady growth
of the moral sentiment of mankind which
bus been going on since the creation. It
i« difficnlt to 81y how mach onr view of
the morality or immorality of sctions is
due to edacation or nature. It is kuown
thut in the North some men regarded
slavery as the sum of a'l villanies, while in
th South it was regarded as a Bible in-
s.itution. So with polygamy. Abraham
was a polygamist. aud x0 was Jucob, the

_ father of the twelve toibes. Cirenmstun-

% ces alter cases, amil our better edacation
and advaucing civitization changes muny
thiogs. Rizht and wrong may be always
the smne, but our.idens in regard to them
ehange coustautly.

Foar thonsand yea-s have passed since
the tiwe of Moses. He made no probib-
ition ngaiust lying. * Is the world yet pie-
pared for such prohibition ? We doabt
it If a man, or woman either, was nb-
solutely truthful, each woul: be con-ider-
ed a moral mons'rosity, a nuisal ce to be
alated swiftly. Few apprecinte how mueh
we owe to fasehood.  Wit:out the Inbri-
erating oil deception, the social wheel

wonld eud in eonflagration.

[s this trae? Wit is the idea of a
falsehood ? It is the effort to prodnce a
false impression on the mind of another
This impression may be made by an uo-
trae statement, by equivocation, by eva-
sion, by ambignons words.  And this is
talsei.ond.  Will morality aceept any
lover standard? If not, them who are
gniltless of fals hood?

The ordinery rnles of politenegs require
us pot only to hide cur sentimeats frow
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those aronnd us, but to convey to others,
in many instunces, an intirely false im-

ression of our sentiments. We often
ive in an atmosphere of deception xo0
thick that we are not only hid from our
neighbors but hid from ourselves, also:
so that, from constantly striving to per-
sunde others that we think and feel differ-
ently from what we do think and feel,
we sometimes succeed in convineing onr-
selves that we are what we endeavor to
seem to be. We constantly receive with
courtesy those we dislike, and ntter
wrds of cordial greeting which do not
spring from a true respect. Pussibly it
may be right to do so; bat 5o far as our
words und acts are intended to give onr
neighbors an entirely wrong impression
of our feelings towurds them, so fur those
words and acts cannot be brought to
aceord with the rule of absolate trathfal-
ness.

We sometimes meet with people who
pride themse.ves on being frank and
speaking the truth, but these forget that
generally they succeed in being offensive
also. Society generally ostracises this
class of persons. Some of our philoso-
phers, with these facts before them, hold
ont to us a standard of truthfulness to be
aimed at, though incapable of reahzation,
yet as u duty possible in attaipment and
obligatory in practice. When they come

o test their proposition. they betray the
weakness of their position.

There seems to be no eseape from the
conclusion that in the present moral con-
dition of our ruce, perfect trathiuiness
is scarcely nttain.ble.
